Five-Year-Old  Son  of  Faculty  Mem¬ 
ber  Taking  Work  at  University  of 
'  Iowa,  Instantly  Killed  by  Cement 
Truck.  ' 


The  student  body  and  faculty  receiv¬ 
ed  a  terrible  shock  last  week  when  the 
news  reached  Maryville  that  Bobbie 
Bake,  the  five-year-old  son  of  Mr. 
Hake  of  tho  physics  department,  and 
Mrs.  Hake,  was  instantly  killed  last 
Tuesday  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  when  the 
Wheels  of  a  cement  truck  ran  over  his 
head. 

Mr.  Hake  has  been  at  tho  University 
;»f  Iowa  this  summer  taking  work  on 
his  Doctor’s  degree  during  a  six- week’s 
leave  of  absence. 

The  body  was  returned  to  Maryville 
the  following  day  and  funeral  serv¬ 
lets  were  held  at  the  First  M.  E.  Church 
conducted,  by  Dr.  C.  C.  James.  Prac¬ 
tically  all  of  the  last  hour  classes  were 
dismissed  so  faculty  members  and  stu¬ 
dents  could  attend  the  services.  Albert 
Wilson,  Cleo  Wyman,  Paul  Chappell, 
and  C.  E.  Rising,  former  members  of 
Mr.  Hake’s  class,  acted  as  pallbearers. 
The  body  was  taken  to  Hoylcton,  Ill., 
Mr.  Hake’s  former  home,  for  burial. 

Tribute  was  paid  to  Bobby  in  Assem¬ 
bly  by  Mr.  Miller.  The  studont  body 
stood  in  silent  prayer  for  several  min¬ 
utes  then  repeated  the  Twenty-Third 
Psalm.

Now  ho  could  begin  to  real- 
izo  his  boyhood  umbitions.  fio  ho  be¬ 
gun  to  study  music  and  now  ho  is 
back  from  England  whore  he,  saug  bo- 
foro  thoir  Brittanlo  Majesties,  King 
Goorgp  mid  Quoon  Mary,  and  pvokod 
enthusiasm  from  Ernest  Newman,  Eng- 
land’s  most  austere  and  unroeoptivo 
critic.

Irwin  Eves,  a  nephew  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Geo.  Randall,  703  Melrose  Avc.,  and 
freshman  engineering  student  nt  St. 
Ambrose  college,  Davenport,,  was  driv¬ 
ing  a  concrete  truck,  full  of  liquid  con¬ 
crete,  down  the  slope  in  front  of  the 
apartments  he  states,  at  a,. speed  not 
over  twelve  miles  an  hour.  lie  says  he 
had  put,  on  the  brakes  preparatory  to 
crossing  tho  rough  Rock  Island  track 
200  feet  ahead  on  E.  Jefferson  so  that 
a  heavy  jolt  would  not  ruin  the  truck 
or  spill  tlie  mix. 

Five-year-old  Billy  Hull,  son  of  R. 
W.  Hull,  923  E.  Jefferson,  who  had 
been  playing  with  thee  ill-fated  ind,  was 
sitting  near  tlie  sand  pile.  He  states  lie 
saw  Bobbie  back  out  into  thqjond  a  few 
feet.  Seeing  tho  approaching  truck,  he 
screamed  a  warning  to  hi§  companion. 
He  says  he  heard  the  brakes  of  tlie 
truck  squeaking.  As  the  truck  cnino 
along  he  'saw  Bobbie  fall  backwards 
against  its  side  and  get  struck  in  the 
thigh  by  the  rear  wheel.  ^ 

-Bobbie  Immediately  Killed 
Eves,  the  driver,  asserts  that  just  as 
lie  passed  the  concrete  mixer  he  saw 
the  flying  blue  rompers  of  the  child. 
He  says  he  did  not  believe  tlie  truck 


passed  over  the  body  but  struck  hrtn  in¬ 
stead.  He  threw  on  the  brahes  with  all 
his  strength,  stopped  tho  truck  within 
fifty  foot-  of  tli  fntnl  spot,  nnd  ntshed 
bnclt  to  the  scene. 

Vickel,  in  relating  his  viciv~  in  the 
Iragedy  states  that  he  turned  just  ns 
ho  heard  a  cry  from  tho  stricken  child 
and  saw  him  lying  in  tho  street.  Spring¬ 
ing  to  his  assistance,  he  could  sec  tlrnt 
lie  wns  dead  nnd  did  not  pick  him  up. 

Rclin,  who  wns  working  sixty  feet 
away,  states  that  ho  heard  a  heavy  thud 
as  if  a  truck  had  run  over  a  sack  of 
cement.  Rushing  to  the  scene  ho  found 
it  too  late  to  offer  any  assistance.

Miss  Manley  Speaks 
To  Girl  Advisers 

Girls’  Physical  Education  Head  Lec¬ 
tures  to  Girls  on  Sex  Education. 

Miss  Manley  spoke  to  Dean  Barnard’s 
class,  Problpms  of  Advisors  of  Girls  in 
High  Seiiool,  in  a  series  of  lectures  on 
Sex  Education,  Juno  28,  29-July  G,  7. 
A  limited  number  of  other  college  wo¬ 
men  wore  also  given  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  these  lectures. 

Miss  Manley’s  lectures  were  based 
on  three  liiniu  points.  First,  the  need  of 
sox  education;  Second,  the  story  of 
life!  Third,  some  of  the  problems  in 
sox  education.  Under  tlicoo  Miss  Man¬ 
ley  stated  that  an  underlying  cause  of 
sex  problems  was  ignorance,  hence  tho 
great  need  of  sex  education.  She  also' 
pointed  out  the  fact  that  tho  ideal  place 
for  this  instruction  is  in  the  homo  hut 
in  many  instances  the  homes  and  inade¬ 
quate  and  thus  the  responsibility  falls 
on  tho  school.  In  tho  seiiool  thoso  sex 
problems  must  ho  handled  tactfully. 
In  various  organizations  such  ns  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  tho  Boy  Scouts,  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.,  and  the  Girl  Scouts,  many  sex 
problems  arc  helpfully  discussed.  Pur- 
ent-Tcachers  associations, also  afford  an 
excellent  means  in  aiding  sox  educa¬ 
tion  problems. 

Miss  Manley  pointed  out  specific 
problems  that  arc  confronting  the  par¬ 
ents  and  teachers  of  boys  and  girls  and 
gavo  methods  of  handling  these  prob¬ 
lems  as  they  should  bo  handled.

A  New  Honor  System 

A  “Truth  Machine”  which  measures 
t.lio  guilf  of  students  who  have  cheat¬ 
ed  in  examinations  has  been  adopted 
officially  by  the  University  of  Texas. 

The  machine,  which  is  tlie  invention 
of  n  psychologist  at  tlie  university, 
measures  tlie  blood  pressure  and  tlie 
electrical  discharge  from  tlie  skin  of 
the  person  being  tested. 

Tlie  machine  works  by  having  the  ex¬ 
aminer  state  a  series  of  words  and  hav¬ 
ing  tho  subject  answer  the  first  word 
tiint  comes  into  liis  mind.  Thus  a  per¬ 
son  who'-  lias  cheated  will  show  a  rise 
of  blood  pressure  when  such  words  as 
examination,  suspension  and  homo  are 
mentioned  to  him. 

.Since  its  adoption  only  one  case  lias 
arisen  to  givo  tlie  honor  council  a 
chance  to  try  out  the  new  invention, 
but  aware  that  lie- was  to  be  subjected 
to  tho  test,  tlie  student  declined  tho  in¬ 
vitation  to  appear.
